There has been no abatem ent 
in the strength of the offensive 
t h e British, French and American

Not alone have the allied troops 
all over the battle front fro m Ar­ 
ras to Soissons gained

th e British have advanced their 
line materially in th e fam ous Lys 
sector— an d apparently 
without 
m uch effort on the part of th e foe 
to restrain them- 


Of greater significance th a n any 
of the oth er victories achieved in 
F r i d a y ’s fighting is the gain of 
th e French with whom Americans 
are brigaded in this g eneral sec­ 
to r north of Soissons. 
T h e latest 
French official statement records 
th e captu re by the French here of 
Chavigny, th ree miles northwest, 
an d Cuttles, a mile and a half 
n o rth of Soisson, and t h e entry 
into the 
o u tskirts 
of Crouy, a 
sh o rt distance to the northeast. 
T hese victories, gained only after 
th e hardest kin d of fighting, make 
more secure th e allied line run­ 
ning n o rth w ard and outflanking 
the Aisne and the Chemin-des- 
Dames positions. 
Also bettering 
this general situation 
h a s been 
th e crossing by the French of the 
Ailette river at Champs. 
In the region north of Noyon, 
t h e French have 
made further 
progress, crossing the C anal du 
Nord at several 
places and ad­ 
vancing materially in t h e direc­ 
tion of the Noyon-Ham railroad 
dine. 
AU around Noyon the French 
have

tions. 
All the te rrito ry on t h e north 
and wrost ban k s of 
the Somme,

Southwest of Ypres. in th e Lys 
salient, the Germans again have 
b e g u n w ithdrawing and a r e being 
closely followed upon by th e Brit­ 
ish.

Under Agreement Bet w een

Country and Denmark Recent­ 
ly Made Public at Stockholm, 
Iceland WHI Become Hoverigu

Financial Problems. 
There are various problems for 
settlement with reference to the 
best method of 
financing 
the 
water 
improvements. 
It 
was 
known when the 
bond issue of 
$7 5,000 was authorized that this 
sum would not be sufficient for 
the building of the reservoir and 
the purchase of all lands which 
would be inundated -by the stored 
water. 
It was deemed possible 
that leases might be made with 
the property owners which would 
make it possible for the city to 
secure all the land on a rental 
basis. If this could be accomplish­ 
ed it w'ould be possible to pro­ 
ceed at once with the building of 
the reservoir. 
However, it soon 
developed that the greater num­ 
ber of property owners were not 
willing to lease their land, altho 
all but three have consented to 
options which will permit the city 
to buy their land at prices rang­ 
ing from $225 to $2 50 per acre. 
It is said further 
that the 
three property owrners who have 
not signed such options are now’ 
talking quite favorably about the 
proposition. 
Methods of Procedure. 
City Attorney John J. Reeve, 
who attended the committee con­ 
ference yesterday, spoke at some 
length in explanation of the pos­ 
sible methods of procedure. There 
has been one suggestion of issu­ 
ance of water certificates for the 
purpose of purchasing the needed 
land, and a division of the re­ 
tu rns from the water plant, a 
part for the payment of the bonds 
and a part for the payment of the 
water certificates. 
Then another 
plan has been suggested identical 
with that by which the city of 
Springfield acquired its municipal 
lighting plant. 
Because Spring­ 
field was bonded to the legal lim­ 
it which is 5 per cent of the as­ 
sessed valuation, it was not pos­ 
sible to build the lighting plant 
so a group of citizens got. to­ 
gether and signed an agreement 
to be responsible for the money 
needed for the erection of the 
plant. 
The city entered into a 
contract for the payment of all 
the excess over running expenses 
and taxes on the amount invest­ 
ed. 
A further agreement was 
that as soon as these payments 
equaled the amount invested that 
the group of citizens w'ould im­ 
mediately turn over the property 
to the city. 
Special Committee Named. 
As a matter of fact the Spring­ 
field banks furnished the money 
but the citizens referred to serv 
ed as the security for the money 
used. 
In the course of five or six 
years the entire obligations was 
discharged.
